Purpose of the campaign will be 
to raise as much, as 'possible of the 
cost of erecting a ' four classroom: 
size addition to the Parish grade 
school, as well , as building a new 
parish center. 

The steady increase of Catholic 
families, with grade school age chil- 
dren has crowded' the present eight 
classroom school building and the 
addition is necessary to meet this 
demand. *"* 

St. Peter's school was opened In 
September of 1949, with six class- 
rooms being devoted to school use, 
and two additional rooms adapted 
for use as a temporary convent for 
the Sisters of Charity of the B. V. 
M. of Dubuque, Iowa. 

In April of 1957, a new beautiful 
convent was completed and new 
classrooms were provided for the 
children, i 

But now, more classroom space 
is needed. Four hundred children 
attended the session just completed 
and an even greater number is ex- 
pected in September. 

"WE HOPE that the four class- 
room addition now planned will . 
meet the anticipated parish needs 
in the foreseeable future," he said. 
Remainder of the building pro- 
gram might best be described as a 
parish center. This term most apt- 
ly describes the new building be- 
cause it will, no doubt, become the 
center of the parish sporting, social 
and recreational activities.

Adlai Stevenson, who is still a strong possibility as the Democratic 
nominee for the Presidency, applied the gentle needle to his Republican 
neighbors of Lake County in his address to the Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation last week. 

The former governor, whose presence on the plat- 
form was irksome to some Lake County attorneys, called 
attention to'the fact that he was a fourth choice speaker, 
adding, "Ib's a good thing they ran out of Republican 
speakers." - .... 

Stevenson also quipped that it is not unusual for the 
Democrats to bail out the Republicans when they get 
things messed up and out of control. 

The incident established Stevenson as a big man 
who was willing to accept the invitation knowing he was 

a last minute selection. 

• • * 

The Republican state convention in Decatur last week 
had some interesting sidelights, not the least of which 
was the battle between Gov. William G. Stratton and 
Durkln his choice for U. S. Senator candidate, Samuel Witwer, 

over the selection of delegates-at-large to the national nominating con- 

Witwer, as No. 1 man on the state ticket, understandably enough felt 
that he rated the prestige of being a delegate, but Gov. Stratton ruled that 
he should settle for alternate delegate and that was that. 

Stratton showed that he was still "boss" of the Republican party in 
Illinois, but his treatment of Witwer and his naming of Lieutenant Gover- 
nor John Chapman as an alternate delegate undoubtedly caused friction 
in the GOP that won't hehj> in the general election in November. 

Another interesting development during the convention was the 
spontaneous movement to draft Probate Judge Thomas J. Moran as Fed- 
eral District Judge to fill one of two vacancies on the federal bench in 
"Northern Illinois. , , , _ 

The draft movement was instituted by a group in the Lake County 
delegation headed by Helen Burke, Antioch precinct committeeman, and 
attracted attention from several other delegations. i_ 

Judge Moran insists he had no hand in the movement, but he didn t 
appear displeased with the activity in his behalf. 

The current issue of Reader's Digest has an article of particular in- 
terest to Lake County communities faced with a growing sewage disposal 
problem. 

The article deals with sewage disposal ponds that have proven suc- 
cessful in many areas at considerably less cost to the municipalities than 
sewage treatment plants. 

The U.S. Public Health Service has surveyed the ponds and has placed 
its seal of approval on them. 

It might be worthwhile for communities planning new sewage disposal 
systems to investigate the sewage pond possibilities. 

The ancient battle over the location of the county seat for Lake County 
can be expected to be revived along with the development of plans for a 
new county building. 

Actually it is doubtful if those who advocate moving the county seat 
to the geographical center of the county have any real hope of succeeding, 
but their concern with the location could become a definite block to the 
construction plans of the county board. 

This concern with location might have received more solid encourage- 
ment in the days when a trip to the courthouse was a full day's under- 
taking, but the trip is hardly that difficult today . . . even with many roads 
undergoing extensive repairs and improvements.
